A study in contrasts.-the-obverse has a light 
golden-brown toning while the reverse shows a vibrant 
turquoise and indigo patination. Lustrous. 

236 PCGS 1903 MS 63. Lustrous and fully struck with even blue- 
gray toning and rose undertones. 

237 PCGS 1904 MS 65. A shimmering, fully brilliant gem. 

238 PCGS 1905-S MS 63. Fully struck and toned a deeper shade of 
gray and clean overall, but a bit lackluster to grade any 
higher. 

239 PCGS 1906-D MS 62. Russet and green-gold peripheral 
toning. A tougher issue in mint state. 

240 PCGS 1907-S MS 66. Deeply but colorfully toned in streaks of 
blue, rose-violet, and orange, with impeccable underlying 
surfaces.

242 NGC 1908-0 MS 61. Repunched Date. Multicolored toning 
with a few slide marks and scuffs on the cheek of Liberty. 
Scarcer issue and difficult in Fine-MS 63 grades. 

243 PCGS 1908-S MS 64. Temptingly close to gem quality, being 
struck with razor sharp detail and toned a light gray across 
the reverse. Population: 10 in 64, 6 higher. 

244 ANACS 1909-S MS 63. Very scarce in Fine and better grades, 
the '09-S is one of the "Big 4" among the late date Barber 
dimes, a group that also includes the 1908-0, '09-D, and the 
'10-S. Very sharply struck for the issue with fight peripheral 
color. 

245 PCGS 1910 MS 63. Fully struck and lightly toned. 

246 NGC 1911-S MS 64. Quite frosty beneath fight gray and 
golden-rose toning. 

247 NGC 1913 MS 64. Exceedingly lustrous with outlines of soft 
golden color. 

248 NGC 1913-S MS 65. A scarcer issue in all grades and, because 
of its low mintage and ties to the '13-S quarter, very much in 
demand by collectors. This is a pleasing coin with bright satiny 
luster that has fight color on both sides and very clean 
surfaces. Population: 11 in 65, 1 higher. 

249 ANACS 1915-S MS 63. Extremely sharp with hints of gray- 
violet toning. A sub-million mintage issue, although less scarce 
in mint state than many higher mintage Barber dimes. 


250 PCGS 1895 PR 64. Delicate steel-blue patina over two-toned 
surfaces offering considerable flash. 

251 PCGS 1896 PR 63. Virtually untoned with sparkling surfaces 
and modest contrast. 

252 NGC 1897 PR 64. Untoned with strong reflective qualities. 

253 PCGS 1898 PR 67. Perfection would not be too strong a word 
for this coin. Other words come to mind also, words like 
spectacular, stunning, breathtaking...well, you get the idea. 

- - The fields show ilfimitible depth of mirrored reflectivity and 
the surfaces are overlaid with a fight dusting of lavender and 
golden patina.

258 PCGS 1916 MS 66 Full Bands. Impeccably preserved beneath 
delicate golden toning deepening to rose and orange on the 
reverse. 

259 NGC 1916 MS 66 Full Bands. Speckled toning over pristine 
surfaces. 

260 NGC 1916 MS 66 Full Bands. Pristine surfaces with patches of 
russet toning here and there. 

261 PCGS 1918-S MS 63. Light rose-gray toning. 

262 NGC 1919 MS 65: and a 1919 MS 65 Full Bands, the former 
more deeply toned on the obverse and the Full Bands piece 
darker on the reverse. Two wholly original examples from a 
common source. (Total: 2 coins) 

263 PCI 1921-D Fine 15. Light to medium gray, displaying far less 
wear than the typical circulated example of this key. 

264 PCGS 1924-D MS 65 Full Bands. A scarcer date in gem 
condition and particularly difficult with full band details on 
the reverse. This piece has bright satiny luster and shows 
scattered areas of golden-russet toning at the rims that adds 
considerably to the visual appeal of this coin. Population: 20 in 
65, only 2 finer.

265 PCGS 1925-S MS 64. Superior luster with one facial mark 
precluding an otherwise deserved gem rating. The strike is 
short of full, but way above the norm for this very difficult 
issue.

1926 MS 63 Full Bands. An old-time group displaying russet 
and violet toning in the protected areas.

A scarce coin in VF and 
better condition, the '26-S is especially difficult to locate with 
complete band details and in MS 63 or better condition. This is 
a choice example with satiny luster and just the slightest bit of 
color.

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268 NGC 1928-D MS 65. Light golden-gray toning atop lustrous 
surfaces. Very well preserved for this tougher D-mint 
Mercury. 

269 PCGS 1928-S MS 64. Mostly brilliant and just a few small field 
marks from gem condition. 


PROOF MERCURY DIMES 

270 PCGS 1939 PR 67. Dazzling brilliance. A flawless type coin. 

271 NGC 1939 PR 67. A pristine, milky-hued specimen, framed on 
the obverse in golden-orange, rose, and bluish-green. 

272 NGC 1939 PR 67. Another essentially flawless specimen, 
identifiable by a small patch of toning to the right of the 
portrait. 


TVVENTY-CENT PIECE 

273 PCGS 1875-S MS 64. Boldly struck, even on the eagle's left 
wingtip, with a blush of golden color across the lustrous 
obverse. A flashy, high-end type coin. 


PROOF TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

274 PCGS 1876 PR 62. Lightly hairlined under a blend of steel- 
blue and antique-gold toning. Popular centennial year issue. 

275 PCGS 1878 PR 64. Well mirrored with deep blue iridescence 
outlining the obverse and more uniform reddish-gold hues 
covering the reverse. Elusive proof-only issue and the final 
year of this short-lived type. 


EARLY QUARTER 

276 NGC 1806 Fine 15. An original coin that is almost perfect for 
the grade, there is only one thin scratch on the lower hair 
curls that disrupts the surfaces. Deep, multiple layers of color 
grace both sides of this attractive type piece. 


BUST QUARTER 

277 PCGS 1835 AU 58. Very sharply struck and almost completely 
brilliant with just a hint of light peripheral color. 


SEATED QUARTERS 

278 PCGS 1850-0 AU 58. One of the more obtainable O-mint 
quarters in better grades, the 1850-0, however, was subject to 
mass meltings from 1853-55 as "old tenor" silver. This piece is 
brilliant and retains most of the original mint luster. There is 
one unfortunate scratch in the right obverse field and 
numerous small planchet depressions on the obverse as well. 
Trends S550 in AU 50. $1,700 in MS 60 

279 PCGS 1855 Arrows MS 66. A stunning example of this two- 
year design, satiny in texture and showing only a blush of 
golden color. The surfaces are amazing free of noticeable 
blemishes. Population: 2 in 66 (4 for the type), none higher. 


280 NGC 1857 MS 63. Somewhat irregularly struck, the surfaces 
show multiple shadings of olive-green, rose, and russet toning. 
Probably from the small hoard of 40 or so coins that surfaced 
in 1974. 

281 NGC 1857 MS 64. Bright and satiny with excellent sharpness 
in the centers. Both sides display occasional russet toning at 
the edges. 

282 NGC 1859 MS 61. Sharply struck with just the slightest 

- toning. . . 

283 PCGS 1861 AU 55. Golden toned with much luster remaining. 
Nice coin for the grade. 

284 PCGS 1868 AU 53. Well toned in blue-green and violet shades. 
A scarce issue from the post-Civil War era, one of just 30,000 
pieces struck. 

285 PCGS 1868 MS 63. One of just 29,400 pieces minted and, like 
all of the early Motto quarters, a rare issue in mint state. 
Mostly brilliant, showing just a hint of milky gray patina on 
the reverse. Population: 5 in 63, 7 higher. 

286 NGC 1873 Arrows MS 64. The surfaces on this scarce, short¬ 
lived type coin are toned a milky steel-gray over both sides 
and appear to be frosty and quite free of blemishes. 

287 PCGS 1877-CC MS 64. Frosty and untoned on the obverse and 
toned a light silvery-gray on the opposite side. Not a scarce 
date as such, but quite appealing and always popular. 

288 PCGS 1879 MS 65. The first year in a long run of low- 
mintage quarters, the 1879 is actually one of the few dates 
that can be obtained in gem condition more easily as a 
business strike than as a proof. This piece exhibits sparkling 
luster and heavily frosted devices. 

289 NGC 1888 MS 64. Well toned in antique-gold and bluish-green 
shades. A popular date, struck from a mintage of 10,001 coins. 


PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

290 NGC 1858 PR 64. First year that proofs were made 
commercially available to collectors, 1858 is generally 
considered the starting point for modern U.S. proof coinage. 
Only 80 or so proofs were struck and almost all of the 
survivors show lint marks somewhere on the surfaces from the 
dies having been wiped with a cloth and lint adhering because 
of static electricity. This piece is very deeply toned and yet the 
deeply reflective mirrors manage to power their way through. 
Population: 7 in 64, 5 finer. 

291 PCGS 1859 PR 65. Second year that proofs were 
commercially available and an important coin as such. This is 
a nicely mirrored proof that shows a few hairlines and a lint 
mark, but overall is quite impressive with deep russet-violet 
toning at the margins. Population: 9 in 65, only 1 finer. 

292 PCGS 1860 PR 63. Steel-toned surfaces with outlines of 
antique-gold on the reverse. 

293 PCGS 1872 PR 63. Untoned or at least very close, with strong 
reflective qualities. 

294 PCGS 1875 PR 64. A choice example, layered on the obverse in 
a light milky gray patina. 
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295 PCGS 1882 PR 62. A golden-toned cameo, modestly hairlined 
on the obverse. In spite of its modest grade, a desirable 
example of this low total mintage issue. 

296 PCGS 1884 PR 63. Deeply mirrored and sharply contrasted on 
the obverse, the reverse has a muted blue-gray patina. Scarce 
and popular as a low total mintage issue. 

297 PCGS 1886 PR 63. Each side has a window of brilliance in the 
center that is surrounded by ever deepening russet and blue 
toning toward the rims. Low mintage issue. 

298 NGC 1886 PR 64. Both sides are toned in a cloudy blend of 
steel-gray, russet, and bluish-green. 

299 NGC 1889 PR 63. An untoned cameo, only slightly hairlined in 
the obverse field. Flashy and affordable. 

300 PCGS 1890 PR 64. Essentially brilliant and displaying stark 
contrast between fields and devices. A flashy example of this 
desirable, low-mintage date. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

301 PCGS 1896-0 MS 65. A satiny gem, toned in delicate golden- 
orange hues over both sides and with a few specks of blue- 
green in the lettering on the reverse. As a date, the '96-0 has 
long been regarded as one the premier rarities in the Barber 
quarter series in mint state. Only a handful of gems are 
known to exist. Population: 3 in 65, none higher. 

302 NGC 1900 MS 64. Lightly toned across the right side of the 
obverse. 

303 PCGS 1906-D MS 64. Fully struck and lightly toned on the 
obverse with strong underlying luster. A sharp, upper-end 
coin. 

304 PCGS 1912 MS 63. Original with shimmering luster and 
specks of deeper toning here and there about the devices. 

305 PCGS 1914 MS 64. Satiny with full mint frost on the devices 
and only a dash of golden-violet color on the reverse. 

306 PCGS 1915 MS 64. Soft golden-steel toning with a few specks 
of russet about the date and stars. 

307 PCGS 1916-D MS 66. Fully brilliant with the most intense 
luster one could ever hope for on this fined year Barber issue. 
Among the most common Barber quarters in mint state, but 
the population of superb examples thins out quickly. 
Population: 22 in 66, none higher. 


PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

308 PCGS 1895 PR 66. The obverse is rather deeply toned in a 
mixture of reddish-gold, rose, and blue while a much more 
delicate lilac patina overlays the reverse. Population: 14 in 66, 
7 higher. 

309 NGC 1914 PR 64. Highly reflective with russet and violet 
toning in the the protected areas. One of just 380 proofs 
struck. 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 


310 NGC 1917 Type One MS 65 Full Head. Needle sharp with 
hints of yellow-gold here and there. 

311 PCGS 1917-D Type One MS 65 Full Head. Essentially brilliant 
with shimmering luster and few appreciable marks. 

312 PCGS 1918 MS 63. Brilliant and lustrous. 

313 NGC 1918 MS 64 Full Head. Vibrant luster with hints of 
golden color about the obverse edge. 

- -314 ANACS 1919-S XF 45_A problem-free key issue, toned a light 
rose-gray. 

315 PCGS 1920-D MS 64. Untoned with good luster, there is no 
head detail but the surfaces are quite clean for the grade. 

316 PCGS 1920-S MS 62. Lightly toned with strong underlying 
mint frost. 

317 ANACS 1921 AU 58. Dull champagne and lilac toning over 
very clean surfaces. A scarce and highly sought after issue.

A bright, frosty specimen accented in pale 
golden color. 

321 PCGS 1924-S MS 63. Lustrous and generally untoned. 

322 ANACS 1926-S XF 40. Light gray color with deeper charcoal 
patina within the recesses of the design. Very scarce and 
generally not found any finer. 

323 PCGS 1927 MS 64 Full Head. Highly lustrous. 

324 NGC 1928 MS 65. Untoned with shimmering mint brilliance 
and nearly complete definition on Liberty's head. 

325 PCGS 1928-D MS 64. Fully brilliant with the usual flatness on 
Liberty's head. 

326 PCGS 1930 MS 66 Full Head. Boldly struck, frosty and toned a 
light olive-gold over both sides. A superlative Standing Liberty 
quarter, ideal for type. 

327 NGC 1930-S MS 66. Both sides are partially covered in deep 
original shades of russet along with a few splashes of green 
iridescence on the reverse. The color and quality here is 
outstanding.

Brilliant and quite choice for this mint 
state key. 

329 PCGS 1937-S MS 65. Essentially brilliant and just a couple of 
trivial carbon specks from superb quality. 

330 NGC 1937-S MS 66. Brilliant with superb luster. 


EARLY HALF DOLLARS 
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331 PCGS 1795 Good 4. 0-122, R.5. Lightly and originally toned. A 
distinctive die break is noted on the lower right portion of the 
reverse. 

332 PCGS 1795 Fine 15. 0-105, R.4. There is much brightness 
underlying the charcoal-gray toning that covers both sides. A 
field scratch is noted behind the head of Liberty. 

333 PCGS 1801 Fine 15. 0-101, R.3. Evenly worn with medium- 
gray and steel-violet surfaces. Minor scratch in the obverse 
field to star 2. Very scarce first year of-the Heraldic Eagle - 
type, one of just 30,289 pieces struck. 


BUST HALF DOLLARS 

334 ANACS 1821 Ungraded (VF 30 cleaned); 1823 Ungraded (XF 
40 obverse graffiti), more specifically the initial E, reddish- 
gold highlights; and an 1828 Ungraded (XF 40 scratched), 
deeply toned. (Total: 3 coins) 

335 ANACS 1831 Ungraded (VF 20 cleaned and damaged); and an 
1836 Lettered Edge Ungraded (VF 30 scratched), natural 
gray-gold surfaces. (Total: 2 coins) 

336 PCGS 1831 MS 63. 0-103, R.l. Lustrous and sharply struck 
with m i nim al abrasions. Both sides show a rich turquoise and 
golden toning. A nice mint state type coin. 

Quite frosty and framed in 
golden toning. 

338 PCGS 1832 MS 64. 0-110, R.l. WeU struck with rich original 
color and minimal abrasions.

Moderately well 
struck with light pinkish-lavender patina and a bit of deeper 
color at the margin of the obverse. 

The 1836 Reeded Edge 
half is a historic and numismatically important coin. Only 

1,200 were struck in late 1836 and these were the first coins 
produced on the new steam press. This was an important 
development in the technology of the early mint and as the 
first examples struck, 1836 halves are significant U.S. coins in 
addition to their obvious rarity. Gobrecht also reworked the 
old Capped Head dies and rendered a new design, making

342 ANACS 1853 Arrows and Rays Ungraded (XF 45 PVC 
residue). Pleasing steel-gray surfaces with specks of 
peripheral toning. 

343 NGC 1854 Arrows MS 64. Boldly struck with bright frosty 
mint luster and hints of golden color about the outer portions 
of the obverse. Scarcer in choice condition than the two O- 
mints of this type. Population: 8 in 64, 4 higher. 


344 NGC 1855-0 Arrows MS 63. A popular coin because of the 
Arrows design motif as well as being a mintmarked issue. This 
piece is deeply toned in shades of russet and golden-brown and 
the strike is very well brought up in all areas. Trends $1,575. 

345 NGC 1857 MS 64. Deep satiny brilliance with splashes of 
orange and bluish-green toning over both sides. A flashy No 
Motto half dollar. 

346 ANACS 1858-S Ungraded (MS 60 obverse damaged). Lustrous 
•with somewhat irregular toning and an unfortunate dig to the 
right of the date. Scarce in uncirculated. 

347 PCGS 1860 MS 64. Mostly brilliant with prooflike fields on the 
obverse and a semi-prooflike finish on the reverse. This issue 
is rarely located in choice grades. Population: 6 in 64, 5 higher. 

348 PCGS 1862-S MS 62. Essentially untoned and exhibiting full 
mint brilliance. More than a million pieces were struck of this 
issue, but mint state pieces are scarce from average to gem. 
Population: 6 in 62, 10 higher. 

349 PCGS 1879 MS 62. Popular low mintage issue with only 4,800 
business strikes produced. Deeply toned. 

350 PCGS 1884 MS 63. Brilliant with prooflike fields, but not 
deeply mirrored enough to be confused with an actual proof. 
Low mintage issue with only 4,400 business strikes minted. 


PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

351 PCGS 1859 PR 64. Second year that proofs were commercially 
available to the public, the 1859 is much more available than 
the previous year and usually can be purchased for little or no 
premium. The fields are deeply mirrored and overall the coin 
has multiple layerings of golden, rose, and blue toning. A 
scarce and desirable early proof. 

352 PCGS 1874 Arrows PR 63. Steel-toned surfaces, deepening to 
antique-gold in the protected areas. A select, if somewhat 
muted proof specimen, notable as a two-year type coin. 

353 PCGS 1884 PR 64. A dazzling, deeply mirrored coin that 
shows a hazy golden-gray patina on the obverse paired with a 
brilliant reverse. A popular low total mintage issue. 

354 PCGS 1888 PR 64. Toned in swirling green and gold hues over 
both sides. Popular low total mintage date. 

355 NGC 1890 PR 65. The deeply mirrored fields turn black when 
angled just so in the light and the devices are snow-white, 
giving the coin the stark white on black cameoed effect that is 
so appealing on proofs. There is just the slightest trace of pale 
golden patina around the reverse rim. A majestic proof type

356 PCGS 1892-S MS 62. Intricately detailed and toned an even 
golden-gray, with strong underlying luster. Scarce, low- 
mintage first year of issue. 

357 ANACS 1895 Ungraded (AU 55 cleaned and retoned). Dullish 
steel-violet surfaces with a few slight toning breaks on the 
obverse highpoints. 
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358 PCGS 1899-S MS 63. Pale golden and lilac toning adorns the 
obverse. Anything but a common issue in mint state. 
Population: 10 in 63, 8 higher. 

359 NGC 1902 MS 64. Choice steel-toned surfaces with deeper 
reddish-gold accents on either side.

In all probability a condition 
census piece and, as such, extremely important to the 
Southern gold specialist. Trends $2,400 in AU 50, $7,750 in 
MS 60. 

554 NGC 1851 MS 62. A bright, well struck example. 

555 PCGS 1851 MS 62. Fully struck. 

556 PCGS 1851-C AU 50. Razor sharp and bright in appearance 
with a couple of stray facial marks being the only real 
distractions. If any C-mint gold dollar can be obtained without 
too much difficultly in AU, it is the 1851-C. Still a very popular 
coin with type collectors. Trends $1,300. 

557 PCGS 1852 MS 64. A delightful Type One gold dollar that 
displays a delicate overlay of golden, rose, and blue patination. 
There is a patch of deeper coloration in the lower right obverse 
field. Fully struck. 

558 NGC 1852-0 MS 61. A typical strike with a satiny appearance 
and few appreciable surface marks. Very scarce in mint state, 
second only to the very elusive 1850-0 among Type One gold 
dollars from the New Orleans mint. Trends $1,400 in MS 60. 

559 NGC 1853 MS 60. Semi-prooflike with mild scuffiness in the 
obverse field. 

560 PCGS 1853 MS 64. Superb luster and nearly of gem quality. 

561 ANACS 1854 Type Two-Genuine-Ungraded-Planchet 
Defect. We grade the coin MS 60 and note a large planchet 
flake in the right obverse field. Well struck on both sides with 
die clashing apparent on the reverse. 

562 NGC 1854 Type One MS 62. Bright surfaces. 

563 PCGS 1854 Type One MS 64. Fully struck with bright, 
vibrant mint luster. 

564 NGC 1854 Type Two AU 58. Boldly struck in the centers and 
displaying virtually complete luster. 

For an MS 62 this piece has a 
good "look" to it, a look that really transcends the technical 
grade of the coin. Very sharply struck, there is just a bit of 
softness of strike on the hair curls, but the reverse is 
amazingly well brought up with full details on the knot in the 


lower wreath and strong definition on the lettering and digits 
in the date. Deep patina, both sides show a rich reddish- 
orange color. Just a few trivial marks account for the grade. 

566 NGC 1855 Type Two MS 64. Undoubtedly one of the finest 
Type Two gold dollars we have ever seen. The surfaces are 
virtually abrasion-free and they are covered with rich layers of 
coppery-reddish and lilac patina. The luster, like the coin 
overall, is nothing less than phenomenal and this piece should 
be the object of much attention at lot viewing. Trends $17,750. 

567 PCGS 1856 MS 63. Slanting 5. Lustrous and well struck with 
much reddish patina. 

568 NGC 1857 MS 61. Somewhat scufiy in the fields. 

569 PCGS 1859-D AU 53. Fairly well struck for this elusive, often 
poorly produced D-mint issue. One of just 4,952 pieces minted 
with the average survivor being a VF-XF coin. The surfaces 
are a rich golden color and do display some of the normal 
softness in and above the date. Trends $3,600 in AU 50. 

570 PCGS 1861 MS 61. 

571 NGC 1861 MS 64. Well struck on a striated planchet, the 
surfaces are bright and lustrous. A superior type piece. 

572 NGC 1862 MS 60. Sharply struck and showing obvious die 
clashing on each side. 

573 NGC 1862 MS 61. 

574 PCGS 1862 MS 62. Sharply struck with muted satin-like 
luster and showing a few small marks. 

575 PCGS 1862 MS 63. A sharp strike with die clashing evident on 
both sides. 

576 PCGS 1863 MS 65. A very rare gold dollar that is seldom seen 
in any grade, as indicated by the mintage of 6,200 pieces. The 
1863 is only marginally less rare than the well known 1875, 
but it is nowhere near as widely recognized. One estimate 
places the number of survivors at 50 pieces, but this may be 
high. This piece is the third finest known, being exceeded by a 
single NGC MS 66 and a PCGS MS 67. Unlike the usually 
encountered coins of this date, this piece shows no evidence of 
striations in the planchet. The luster is thick and creamy with 
a rich overlay of golden-orange patina. The only noticeable 
mark, and the single most identifying feature one can use to 
trace the pedigree of this important coin, is a thin, angling 
mark on the cheek of Liberty. Otherwise, a virtually flawless 
coin and a significant offering of this third finest known 
example of this rare date. 

577 NGC 1871 MS 64. A very scarce gold dollar with an 
impressively low mintage of only 3,900 business strikes. A few 
choice examples were saved but, of course, nowhere near as 
many as there are collectors of this series. This piece is much 
better defined than many survivors with strong central details 
on both sides. The fields are bright and lustrous and the 
devices are surrounded by a thin rose tinted patina. Trends 
$2,625. 

578 NGC 1873 Open 3 MS 61. 

579 PCGS 1874 MS 62.\ 

580 PCGS 1874 MS 64. Dynamic luster characterizes this near¬ 
gem type piece. Well struck and showing only a few small 
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marks, this is quite a nice example of this popular date gold 
dollar. 

581 PCGS 1881 MS 64. Prooflike, as are most examples of this 
briefly minted issue, one of just 7,620 business strikes 
produced. 

582 PCGS 1883 MS 62. Popular lower mintage date. 

583 PCGS 1883 MS 66. A very flashy coin, the fields have a 
pronounced semi-prooflike gleam that is most appealing and 
the surfaces are accented by a light overlay-of reddish-orange 
color. Fully struck also. Quite a coin. 

584 PCGS 1883 MS 67. A fully struck gem that is virtually "as 
struck." The surfaces have a slightly variegated patina and the 
mint luster is simply outstanding. An excellent high-grade 
type coin. 

585 PCGS 1884 MS 65. Struck from heavily striated dies, and as 

a result, the fields are semi-prooflike-a common occurrence on 
gold dollars of this date. Sharply struck throughout with 
bright, lustrous surfaces, showing a couple of faint alloy spots 
on the obverse. A popular issue with only 5,230 business 
strikes produced. 

586 PCGS 1886 MS 65. Highly lustrous, the fields of this coin 
have a lot of snap with their glittering semi-prooflike finish. 
Fully struck and showing no obvious impairments, this is a 
dazzling gem type coin. 

587 PCGS 1888 MS 62. Lustrous and, in this grade, currently very 
affordable. 

588 PCGS 1889 MS 64. A sharp, upper-end example of this 
popular final year of issue. Fully struck. 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLES 

589 NGC 1802/1 AU 50. Typical for the issue, this piece has softly 
defined central details and shows a few very light adjustment 
marks in the center of the reverse. The 1802/1 is generally 
thought of as the second most "common" date of the Heraldic 
type. The term "common" must be used and understood within 
the context of this series, however, as no coin with a mintage 
of 3,035 pieces can be considered common in the absolute 
sense. Generally only seen in VF and XF condition, this is 
quite a find in AU. Other than the aforementioned central 
softness and weak die striations, there is little else worthy of 
mention on the surfaces of this piece. Rich orange-gold color 
and an attractive coin overall. Trends $8,300. 

590 ANACS 1805 Ex-Jewelry, Genuine, Ungraded. We grade 
the coin XF 40. Apparently the surface damage done to the 
coin by being in jewelry is limited to the edge as we cannot see 
any definite signs of repair or damage on the obverse or 
reverse. As a date, the 1805 quarter eagle is considered a 
common one but this term must be understood in the context 
of the series as only 75-100 pieces are believed known in all 
grades. Yellow-gold color and showing only a couple of minor 
marks on each side. 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 

591 PCGS 1834 Classic AU 58. Small Head. Fully struck on the 
reverse with just a touch of softness on Liberty's hair curls, 


the fields are prooflike and the coin overall is very close to 
mint state. 

592 NGC 1834 Classic MS 63. Small Head. First year of issue 
and always a popular date as such. Classic quarter eagles are 
a short, yet challenging, series and one that is very scarce in 
strict mint condition, especially so in Choice BU. This is an 
enchanting coin that shows some semi-prooflikeness as often 
seen on this date. Additionally, there is a rich overlay of 
reddish patina on the distinctive green-gold surfaces. Very 
well struck for this notoriously weak series, there are few 

blemishes onthis coin, certainly none of any great import. 

Trends $5,600. Population: 14 in 63, 14 finer. 

593 NGC 1835 MS 63. Very scarce in mint condition and always in 
demand by type collectors, this is an exquisitely toned coin 
that has multiple shadings of deep coppery-red patina over 
both sides and strongly reflective prooflike fields beneath. A 
bit softly impressed in the centers, as always, there are no 
mentionable surface flaws on either side. Population: 2 in 63, 
only 2 finer. 

594 PCGS 1836 VF 35. Above average striking details with deep 
orange-gold color. 

595 NGC 1836 MS 61. Head of 1837. Softly struck over the ear of 
Liberty, as usual, the strike elsewhere is quite strong and 
there are only minor surface distractions on either side. 
Somewhat muted mint luster, this is an attractive mint state 
example of this scarce variety. 

596 NGC 1836 MS 64. An outstanding condition rarity. Classic 
quarter eagles are almost invariably found in XF or lower 
condition and solid mint state examples are exceedingly 
difficult to locate. This piece has lovely mint luster that rolls 
around the surfaces uninterrupted by any but the most trivial 
surface marks. There is some softness of strike on the hair 
curls, as usual, but the details are much stronger on the 
reverse than normally found. A premium example and an 
important coin for the advanced gold specialist. Population: 8 
in 64, none are finer. 

597 NGC 1836 MS 64. Head of 1835. Unbelievably we have a 
second MS 64 example of this scarce issue in the same sale 
This is a later die state of the Head of 1835 and shows a 
prominent die crack that traverses the entire diameter of the 
obverse from the 6th star, terminating between the 12th and 
13th stars. A bit softly defined in the centers, as usual, the 
surfaces exude a soft satin-like sheen and there is just the 
lightest touch of color on each side. Population: 9 in 64, none 
are finer. 

598 PCGS 1837 AU 50. A nice coin for the grade, there is a 
noticeable field mark on each side and the coin overall shows a 
rich reddish-golden caste. Scarcer issue in the Classic series. 
Trends $1,000. 

599 PCGS 1838-C XF 45. The 1838-C is an issue that is doubly 
popular with collectors both because of it being the first 
quarter eagle struck at a branch mint and because of the 
obverse mintmark. The low mintage of only 7,880 pieces (the 
lowest in the Classic series) also adds a certain charm, and 
insures that the collector will purchase a coin of undisputed 
rarity. This is a well struck example of this rare date that 
shows a lovely mixture of rose tinted highlights atop the 
pronounced green-gold of the coin overall. The only 
mentionable marks are a series of small milling marks in the 
reverse field to the right of the eagle's head. Trends $3,100 in 
XF 40, $6,250 in AU 50. 
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600 NGC 1839-0 XF 40. The surfaces appear completely original 
with a distinctive green-gold color overall and darker 
encrustations seen occasionally around the peripheries. Softly 
defined in the centers, as always, there are a few field marks 
on each side that must be mentioned. Trends $1,250. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

601 NGC 1843-0 AU 50. Small Date. The Small Date variety of 
this issue is the most-common quarter eagle from New Orleans 
in terms of the numbers known and coins available in high 
grade. The central details are softly defined, as usual, but 
overall the surfaces are quite clean, being free from most of 
the post-striking impairments that usually plague circulated 
coins. Trends $525. 

602 NGC 1843-0 MS 61. For many years the Large Date was a 
forgotten rarity, but today is much more widely appreciated by 
collectors. Unlike its Small Date counterpart, there is little of 
the softness of strike apparent on the Large Date coins. This 
piece is well defined throughout. The fields are bright and 
semi-reflective and there are no mentionable abrasions on 
either side. Bright yellow-gold color. A high R.7 issue in mint 
state with an estimated 4-5 pieces believed extant. Trends 
$7,250 in MS 60. 

603 NGC 1845-0 AU 50. The 1845-0 quarter eagle is an 
intriguing issue and is undoubtedly one of the most highly 
regarded of all gold coins from the New Orleans mint Its 
mintage is the lowest of any New Orleans quarter eagle and 
the 4,000 pieces struck are believed to have been produced on 
January 2, 1846, and thus were not included in the Mint 
Director's Annual Report for 1845. B. Max Mehl publicized 
(hyped) this issue in the 1930s and '40s and auction records 
from that period are as high as $300 for this date. When 
located only VF or XF pieces are normally encountered. AU 
coins are extremely rare and only a single mint state piece is 
known (the MS 62 PCGS coin and the MS 63 NGC piece are 
undoubtedly the same coin). This coin is sharply defined on 
the obverse but there is some softness of detail in the center of 
the reverse. This is an original piece that shows considerable 
reddish-russet patina around the devices. There are no 
mentionable abrasions on either side and it appears to have 
been well taken care of since the date of issue. Rated as a high 
R.7 in AU with an estimated 4-6 pieces known. Trends $5,750. 

604 NGC 1847-C AU 55. The '47-C is the most commonly 
encountered Charlotte quarter eagle and as such enjoys strong 
demand by type collectors. Still, in an absolute sense the '47-C 
is a rare coin, and it is only within the context of Charlotte 
gold that such a piece can be called "common." In AU it is a 
high R.6 coin with an estimated 16-17 pieces believed extant in 
this grade. This piece has bright yellow-gold color and the 
striking details are well defined with little of the central 
softness so often seen. There are a few smaller abrasions on 
each side, but the most noticeable one is a small field mark 
above the eagle's head on the reverse. Trends $2,050 in AU 50, 
$6,000 in MS 60. 

605 NGC 1848-C MS 60. While a fairly common coin in lower 
grades, the '48-C is almost never seen above Extremely Fine 
and mint state pieces are of the highest order of rarity. Akers 
had never seen one when he wrote his book on this 
denomination, and there have only been two other mint state 
pieces certified by the major services. This is an especially well 
struck example and lacks the uneven strike that seems to 
plague most survivors of this date. It also does not show any 
more than its share of abrasions for an MS 60 coin, another 


attribute common to many '48-C quarter eagles. The fields are 
semi-reflective and there is a long mark above the head of 
Liberty that is noticeable as well as a few disturbances in the 
upper reverse field. Light reddish color accents the outer 
devices on each side. Trends $9,750. 


606 PCGS 1849-D VF 35. A moderately difficult Dahlonega 
quarter eagle that is seldom seen above the VF-XF grade level. 
This piece is fairly typical for the issue, showing very weak 

- - ■ details on the eagle and-some softness as well on the hair curls 

of Liberty. There is a diagonal planchet flaw extending from 
the eagle's right wing through the arrowheads and 
terminating at the CA in AMERICA. Light yellow-gold in 
color. Trends $825 in VF 20, $1,400 in XF 40. 

607 PCGS 1850 AU 55. Sharply struck throughout, this is a choice 
AU coin with light color and no large or mentionable surface 
abrasions. Trends $400 in AU 50, $1,800 in MS 60. 

608 ANACS 1851-D VF 30. A scarcer D-mint quarter eagle and 
seldom seen any finer than the present piece. This coin is 
typical for the issue with softly defined details on each side. 
There are a number of small abrasions on each side, but the 
most noticeable surface flaw is a tear-shaped planchet 
depression in the right obverse field. Trends $765 in VF 20, 
$1,425 in XF 40. 

609 PCGS 1852-0 AU 50. A moderately scarce issue, this piece is 
typical with softly impressed central details. Relatively clean 
for the grade with accents of reddish color. Conditionally rare 
in AU. Trends $1,050. 

610 NGC 1853 MS 62. A bit softly struck in the centers, the fields 
are surprisingly clean for the grade and the mint luster is 
thick and frosted. A nice, high-end coin. 

611 NGC 1854-0 XF 40. Reasonably well detailed on the obverse 
but the eagle on the reverse is ill-defined. The predominantly 
green-gold color of the coin has an accent of rich reddish 
patina on the devices. Trends $290. 

612 NGC 1855 MS 62. A well defined quarter eagle from this 
period, there are few distracting blemishes and the coin is 
fully lustrous. Trends $575 in MS 60, $1,750 in MS 62. 

613 NGC 1856-0 XF 45. A scarcer O-mint quarter eagle that is 
especially elusive (and expensive) any finer than XF. This is a 
choice piece with bright surfaces and a good strike on the 
obverse and only slight softness on the reverse. Trends $950 in 
XF 40, $2,000 in AU 50. 

614 NGC 1856-S XF 45. A bit softly struck and showing a few 
marks scattered through the right obverse field. Scarcer as a 
date than other quarter eagles of similar or slightly lower 
mintage. Trends $435 in XF 40, $1,200 in AU 50. 

615 NGC 1857-D AU 58. A very scarce date, but considerably 
easier to locate than most other Dahlonega quarter eagles in 
choice condition. The mintage is impressively low with only 
2,364 pieces minted, and most examples are well struck like 
this piece. There is a spot of deep color at the juncture of the 
eagle's wing and shield. Trends $4,050 in AU 50, $10,250 in 
MS 60. 

616 PCGS 1858 AU 53. Scarcer than the mintage of 47,377 pieces 
would suggest, the fields are semi-prooflike and show a few 
scattered abrasions and there is a noticeable outline of reddish 
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color around the devices. Trends $550 in AU 50, $2,000 in MS 
60. 

617 NGC 1858-C AU 50. This is one of the rarely encountered 
high grade examples of this issue, which is usually only seen in 
VF with an occasional XF available. It has been estimated that 
no more than 55 coins remain today in all grades out of the 
original mintage of 9,056 pieces. There is only slight softness 
of details noted in the centers with more noticeable weakness 
on the eagle's plumage than on the hair curls of Liberty. There 
are none of the usually seen planchet irregularities seen that 
usually plague this issue. Lightly abraded with just a trace of 
pale rose tinting surrounding the devices. Trends $3,150. 

618 NGC 1859 MS 60. Sharply struck throughout--a more difficult 
P-mint quarter eagle. Trends $1,650. 

619 PCGS 1859-D AU 53. Final Dahlonega quarter eagle and an 
issue with a low mintage of only 2,244 pieces. The '59-D is rare 
in any state of preservation with only 60 coins estimated to 
have survived today in all grades. This piece is not quite as 
well detailed as most with some softness of details noted on 
the eagle's plumage. Each side is peppered with numerous 
small abrasions and there is a faint rose tinged accent of color 
around the peripheries on each side. Trends $6,300 in AU 50. 

620 NGC 1860-S XF 45. A scarce S-mint quarter eagle and one 
that is exceptionally rare any finer than XF. This piece has 
light orange-gold color and is weakly defined on the design 
details, especially so on the reverse. Trends $850 in XF 40, 
$1,900 in AU 50. 

621 PCGS 1860-S MS 61. An important condition rarity to 
collectors of quarter eagles, most coins of this issue are VF-XF 
and very few are known in AU. At the MS 61 level, this piece 
is tied with two other coins as second finest certified. While 
weakly struck pieces are the norm for this issue, there is little 
softness of detail evident here. Fully lustrous with bright 
surfaces overall, there are only a few inconsequential field 
marks. Trends $5,500 in MS 60. 

622 PCGS 1861 MS 62. Fully struck. Sharp looking for the grade. 

623 ANACS 1862/1 AU 50. The underdigit can be plainly seen 
with a magnifier. This is a solid coin for the grade with decent 
striking details and only a few marks, the most obvious one 
being on the cheek of Liberty. Of importance in till grades, in 
AU the overdate is a significant condition, as well as absolute, 
rarity with only a handful of pieces known. Trends $4,850. 

624 NGC 1866-S XF 40. A moderately scarce issue that is usually 
not available any finer than XF. This piece has the striking 
softness common to S-mint gold of this era and there are a few 
noticeable marks, the most obvious one being in the center of 
the cheek. Trends $1,250. 

625 NGC 1866-S AU 53. While not a rare date in all grades, the 
'66-S quarter eagle is a very rare coin above VF, one of the 
most underrated in the entire series. According to Akers' 
research it had the fourth lowest average grade of any quarter 
eagle. It is prohibitively rare in AU and a significant offering 
in this grade. This is a bright piece with relatively clean 
surfaces that show the usual softness of strike on the eagle's 
left leg. Trends $3,350 in AU 50. 

626 NGC 1867-S XF 40. A scarce S-mint issue, but not 
prohibitively so, and one that is quite scarce in grades any 
finer than XF. This piece is a bit weak in the centers and 
shows very few marks. Trends $1,100. 


627 PCGS 1869-S VF 30. An original coin with clean surfaces and 
much reddish color, however, the strike is mushy in the 
centers, as always. Trends $650 in VF 20, $1,200 in XF 40. 

628 PCGS 1873 MS 62. Open 3. Very frosty and peppered with a 
few light marks. The more common of the two quarter eagle 
varieties for the date. 

629 NGC 1873 MS 63. Open 3. The more common of the two 
varieties of this year, this piece is exceptionally well struck 
and fully lustrous with no major surface impairments. Trends 
$1,650. 

630 NGC 1873 Closed 3 MS 62. Fully lustrous with bright surfaces. 
There are a few pecks on the cheek and weak definition on the 
eagle's left leg. A moderately scarce issue and significantly 
more difficult than its Open 3 counterpart in higher grades. 
Trends $1,350 in MS 60, $3,750 in MS 63. 

631 PCGS 1873 Closed 3 MS 63. Satiny with appealing golden- 
orange peripheral color. Much scarcer than the Open 3 variety 
in mint state, being one of just 5 pieces graded as such by 
PCGS. Trends $3,750. 

632 PCGS 1873-S MS 61. Very scarce in both total numbers and, 
more particularly, from a condition standpoint, the '73-S is 
rarely offered in uncirculated grades. Struck from a mintage 
of just 27,000 pieces, the relatively few examples known are 
usually well worn and somewhat weak in the centers. The 
present coin is not only solidly in the mint state category, but 
better struck than most known pieces. Population: 1 in 61, 4 
higher. Trends $4,350 in MS 60. 

633 NGC 1874 AU 55. Very scarce, especially so in higher grades, 
with a mintage of only 3,920 pieces. This is a well defined 
example with bright, semi-prooflike fields. There is a mark in 
the field in front of Liberty's face and another over the head of 
the eagle that distinguish this coin. Trends $850 in AU 50, 
$3,700 in MS 60. 

634 NGC 1874 AU 58. A moderately scarce issue that is 
occasionally available in AU and mint state. This is a sharply 
defined piece with bright surfaces and small, but numerous, 
abrasions on each side. Trends $850 in AU 50. $3,700 in MS 
60. 

635 PCGS 1876 AU 55. A scarce centennial year issue, fairly well 
struck overall though a trifle soft on Liberty's curls and on the 
eagle's left leg. The "bar" on the jaw of Liberty is a die scratch 
cut into the working die and is common to all business strikes. 
Trends $1,550 in AU 50, $5,000 in MS 60. 

636 NGC 1876 AU 55. A scarce, low mintage issue with only 4,176 
business strikes produced. This is a bright, prooflike coin that 
is well defined in all areas. There is a small alloy spot on the 
cheek of Liberty that distinguishes this piece and the 
diagnostic die scratch on the jawline of Liberty is readily 
apparent. Trends $1,550 in AU 50, $5,000 in MS 60. 

637 NGC 1877 AU 53. While not quite as scarce as its impressively 
low mintage of 1,632 pieces would suggest, the 1877 is still a 
difficult coin. Most survivors are XF and better and most are 
softly struck. This is a sharply defined coin that has deep 
reddish color and semi-prooflike fields. Trends $1,300 in AU 
50. 

638 NGC 1877-S AU 58. A relatively common S-mint quarter 
eagle, this piece is semi-prooflike, sharply struck throughout, 
and shows a long mark running diagonally across the cheek of 
Liberty. Trends $280 in AU 50, $700 in MS 60. 
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639 PCGS 1877-S MS 61. An attractive example of this relatively 
common coin, the fields are deeply prooflike and the striking 
details are well brought up throughout. There are a couple of 
noticeable field marks in the lower obverse just above the 
point of the truncation of the bust. Trends $700 in MS 60. 

640 PCGS 1878 MS 62. 

641 PCGS 1878 MS 62. Excellent mint luster and sharply struck 
throughout. 

642 PCGS 1878 MS 65. Beautifully preserved with shimmering 
mint brilliance and pinpoint sharpness. While fairly common 
in lesser grades of mint state, the 1878 is quite difficult at the 
65 level. Population: 9 in 65, 2 higher. 

643 PCGS 1879 MS 63. Sharply struck with sparkling mint luster. 

644 NGC 1883 MS 61. A very scarce issue from the 1880s, only 
1,920 pieces were struck. There is much reddish color over 
both sides, and, as usual, the fields are prooflike. Fully struck. 
Trends $2,700 in MS 60. 

645 PCGS 1884 MS 64. Fully struck with semi-prooflike fields. A 
popular, low mintage issue of which only 1,950 pieces were 
minted. 

646 PCGS 1888 MS 62. Bright surfaces, a bit softy struck on the 
highpoints of the obverse. Scarcer issue, one of only 16,001 
pieces struck. 

647 PCGS 1889 AU 55. Light in color, this satin-surfaced piece is 
somewhat softly struck in the centers, as is often the case. 

648 PCGS 1890 MS 62. Semi-reflective with deep orange color. 
Struck from a limited mintage of 8,720 pieces and scarce at all 
levels of mint state. Population: 9 in MS 62, 11 higher. 

649 PCGS 1893 MS 62. 

650 PCGS 1895 MS 63. Quite flashy with a faint copper stain here 
and there. Trends $1,600. 

651 NGC 1896 MS 65. Fully struck with abundant luster, this 
lovely and original 1896 quarter eagle was coined with 
splendid execution. Population: 16 in 65, only 10 finer. 

652 PCGS 1897 MS 64. Fully struck with superb mint luster. 

There is one curved field mark that prevents a higher grade. 

653 PCGS 1898 MS 63. Rich orange-peel toning on both the 
obverse and reverse. 

654 PCGS 1898 MS 63. Fully struck, just a couple of minor luster 
grazes from a higher grade. 

655 PCGS 1898 MS 65. Fully struck with excellent mint luster 
and a touch of light reddish color. Just a few breaks in the 
luster are all that keep this from grading even higher. A sharp 
looking gem coin. 

656 NGC 1898 MS 65. Showing light reddish color, this lustrous 
and fully struck gem has a portrait of Liberty on the obverse 
that is almost untouched by contact marks. A popular, low 
mintage issue with only 24,000 pieces struck. 

657 NGC 1900 MS 64. A fully struck example of this popular turn- 
of-the-century date that is extremely close to grading MS 65. 
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658 NGC 1901 MS 62. 

659 PCGS 1901 MS 62.

750 NGC 1854 MS 62. A clean, well struck example of this 
popular first year of issue. A bit lackluster to grade any higher 
though. 

751 PCGS 1857 MS 61. Most available specimens of this date are 
well circulated and strict mint state examples are rare. Only 3 
other pieces have been so graded by PCGS with another 4 in 
higher grade. While lacking the die striations often seen on 
this date, the surfaces are, nevertheless, bright and highly 
lustrous. There are a few scattered abrasions on each side and 
evidence of light die clashing in the reverse fields. Trends 
$3,400 in MS 60. 

752 PCGS 1857-S VG 10. A scarce mintmarked three-dollar. 
Heavily worn but original. 

753 PCGS 1859 AU 58. One of the scarcest P-mint issues from the 
1850s, most survivors are only VF or XF; AU pieces are very 
scarce. This near-mint piece is well defined, except at the 
bottom of the bow, and shows much remaining luster. Lightly 
die clashed. Trends $1,300 in AU 50, $2,750 in MS 60. 

754 PCGS 1874 AU 53. An exceptionally clean coin with good 
portions of luster remaining, the only detracting feature on 
the piece is a slight softness of strike. Trends $875 in AU 50. 

755 PCGS 1874 MS 62. A bit softly struck, the surfaces show a 
rich orange-gold patina. The most distracting feature on the 
coin is a diagonal mark on the neck of Liberty. 

756 PCGS 1878 AU 58. There is only the slightest break in the 
original mint brilliance on the obverse. In pre-certified days, 
this was everyone's MS 60. 

757 PCGS 1878 AU 58. Free from most post-striking impairments, 
the surfaces have a medium orange-gold color but are 
somewhat lackluster. 

758 NGC 1878 MS 62. Fully lustrous with only a few discreet 
pinscratches on the obverse precluding a higher rating. 

759 PCGS 1882 AU 58. Mildly prooflike, as are any and all of the 
1,500 business strikes coined. A scarce and popular issue. 
Trends $1,900 in AU 50, $2,850 in MS 60. 

760 PCGS 1888 MS 64. An attractive near-gem example, the 
lustrous surfaces are exemplary and there are only a few 
inconsequential marks on either side. Generally well struck, 
this piece has most of the eye appeal of a full gem. 

761 PCGS 1888 MS 65. A phenomenal type coin, the intensely 
lustrous surfaces show overtones of rich coloration that add 
even more to the visual appeal of this piece. Well struck in 
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most areas, the only surface blemishes are a few tiny luster 
grazes. Population: 22 in 65, 5 finer. 

762 PCGS 1889 MS 64. Fully struck, and quite scarce as such as 
most threes are not completely detailed, the surfaces show a 
hard satin-like luster with deep overtones of reddish-orange.

EARLY HALF EAGLES 

763 NGC 1806 AU 50. Round Top 6. Only one variety is known of 
. the Round-Top 6 1806. This- is an original coin with surfaces 

that have never been monkeyed with. The color is a pleasing, 
natural gray-gold with rose tinted accents around the devices, 
and there are small portions of original luster still to be seen 
in the more protected areas of the coin. There are virtually no 
contact marks on either side, certainly none that bear 
mentioning. There is, however, a small planchet flake in the 
field just in front of the foremost curl on Liberty's head. Just a 
tad softly struck in the center of the obverse. Trends $3,150. 

764 ANACS 1807 Bust Left-Ungraded-Ex jewelry. We'll call it VF 
30 Damaged. The left obverse field appears to be smoothed out 
and a long planchet flaw appears along the reverse border 
from the eagle's left wing to A in STATES. 

765 NGC 1810 Large Date, Large 5 MS 63. Fully lustrous and 
quite a charming coin as such, the strike is well brought up on 
the obverse with almost complete hair curls and full radials on 
the stars. The reverse is not quite as sharp as the obverse with 
some localized weakness on the eagle's plumage. There are a 
number of minor luster grazes on each side, however, the most 
noticeable marks are an angling cut across the face of Liberty 
on the obverse and a string-like planchet depression in the 
upper reverse field out from the eagle's head. We see no 
evidence of die clashing or adjustment marks. One of the more 
available dates among the Capped Draped Bust Left series, 
but still an absolute rarity in this condition with only 3 other 
pieces so graded and 2 finer. Trends $15,750. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 

766 PCGS 1835 MS 62. First Head, Small Date. Even though the 
1835 is the third most common date in the Classic series, it is, 
nevertheless, a very scarce item to locate in uncirculated 
grades. This is an especially attractive example that has bright 
prooflike fields and complete striking details on both sides. 
Lightly marked, the most obvious surface blemish is a grease 
stain (as struck) on the reverse that extends from the E in 
UNITED to the eagle's left wing. Population: 2 in 62, only 7 
finer. 

767 NGC 1836 VF 20. Quite clean and well struck on the central 
devices. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

768 PCGS 1840 XF 45. Narrow Mill. Well detailed for the grade 
with bright yellow-gold color and peppered with innumerable 
small abrasions across each side. Trends $425 

769 NGC 1840-0 XF 45. 

770 PCGS 1841-D XF 45. There are a few small marks on the 
obverse and good color throughout. One of the more easily 
obtainable Dahlonega half eagles. Trends $1,350 in XF 40, 
$3,200 in AU 50. 
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771 PCGS 1842-D Large Date VF 30. A very rare half eagle, and 
in fact, the rarest of all Dahlonega issues in this widely 
collected series. Akers regards this issue as more elusive in all 
grades than even the 1861-D. It is a condition rarity as well 
with very few known in XF, perhaps only 3 or 4 pieces in AU, 
and nothing finer. This piece is not quite as well detailed as 
the one in our ANA Sale this past summer, but it does have 
good definition for a branch mint issue. The exposed areas of 
the design have taken on a rich reddish hue and there are 
three surface marks that serve as identifiers for those 
tracking pedigrees: a mark in the left obverse field out from 
stars 4 and 5, another behind the mouth, and an angling hit to 
the right of the mintmark. An important coin for the 
Dahlonega specialist. Trends $2,050 in VF 20, $6,250 in XF 40. 

772 NGC 1843 AU 58. Sharply struck throughout with semi¬ 
prooflike fields, the surfaces have a distinctive green-gold 
coloration. 

773 PCGS 1843-D XF 40. One of the more commonly available D- 
mint fives, this is a clean example with the usual branch mint 
strike of the period, and light reddish color. Trends $1,200. 

774 PCGS 1843-0 VF 20. Large Letters. The more common of the 
two varieties, the Large Letters, like its Small Letters 
counterpart is usually only found in low grades. The most 
notable abrasions on the surface of this well worn piece are a 
pair of field marks near stars 3 and 4. Trends $375. 

775 NGC 1847/7 XF 45. Well struck on the obverse, the bright 
surfaces show a couple of more noticeable marks on the face of 
Liberty. 

776 NGC 1847/7 MS 61. A scarcer variety of this otherwise 
common No Motto five. This piece shows an uncommonly 
strong strike for a gold coin from this decade with complete 
hair detail and full plumage on the eagle. Bright orange-gold 
color with a trace of semi-prooflikeness in the fields, there are 
very few marks on the coin, especially considering the grade. 
Trends $2,000 in MS 60. 

777 NGC 1850 AU 53. A scarce and often overlooked issue that is 
much scarcer than most other P-mint half eagles from this era, 
and is, in fact, comparable to several scarcer mintmarked 
issues. Sharply struck on the obverse with some weakness 
noted on the neck of the eagle, the fields are remarkably free 
from any serious abrasions. Trends $2,150. 

778 PCGS 1852 MS 60. Fully lustrous and sharply struck, there 
are a few small marks on each side that are consistent with 
the grade. Trends $1,750. 

779 NGC 1852 MS 62. Fully struck throughout, the bright, 
lustrous surfaces show a few abrasions scattered across both 
sides. Trends $1,750 in MS 60, $6,850 in MS 63. 

780 PCGS 1853-D AU 53. One of the three or four most commonly 
seen Dahlonega half eagles, this piece is exceptionally nice. 

The surfaces have a deep orange-gold color and the striking 
details are strong on the obverse with slight softness noted, as 
usual, on the reverse. Sure to be an eagerly sought out coin in 
this auction. Trends $2,200. 

781 NGC 1854 AU 58. Much scarcer than the average P-mint half 
eagle from this era. the 1854 is quite elusive in AU and mint 
state. This is a well struck piece with nearly complete mint 
luster and light field marks. Trends $800 in AU 50, $2,900 in 
MS 60. 


782 NGC 1855-S AU 50. Very scarce, and even more elusive than 
the Dahlonega or Charlotte issues of the same date, even 
though the mintage was substantially higher for the San 
Francisco issue. The '55-S is a condition rarity also with most 
survivors being well worn. In AU it is decidedly rare and 
unknown in mint state. This is a pleasing, problem-free piece 
that has light yellow-gold color and shows no distracting 
blemishes. Trends $4,400. 

.783—NGC 1856-Q AU 53. Well struck, as usual, with the weakest 

detail being on the neck feathers of the eagle. The surfaces are 
bright and retain a fair amount of luster and there are only a 
couple of marks on either side, certainly far fewer than the 
heavy abrasions usually seen on this issue, the most noticeable 
one being a thin scratch in the left obverse field. Prohibitively 
rare in AU, only one low grade mint state piece has been 
certified. Trends $8,000. 

784 NGC 1856-S XF 45. A moderately scarce No Motto half eagle 
that becomes quite elusive and expensive in AU and better 
grades. This is a well struck piece with medium orange-gold 
color. Clean overall, the most obvious surface mark is a 
vertical scratch on the lower portion of the cheek of Liberty. 
Trends $700 in XF 40, $2,750 in AU 50. 

785 NGC 1857 MS 60. A scarce P-mint half eagle that is actually 
comparable to several of the mintmarked issues in the No 
Motto series. Fully struck with glittering, lustrous surfaces, 
there are numerous tiny abrasions on each side, none of which 
are worthy of individual mention. Trends $2,100. 

786 PCGS 1857-C XF 40. A scarcer Charlotte five that has 
unusually strong striking details on the obverse, and is 
slightly weak on the reverse. Overall the surfaces are quite 
clean with the most notable mark being on the lower 
truncation of the neck of Liberty. Trends $1,400. 

787 PCGS 1857-0 XF 45. Not only is the ’57-0 a rare coin in all 
grades with only 4 AUs certified and none in mint condition, 
but it is also one of the most challenging issues to locate with 
pleasing surfaces. This piece is well struck with bright 
surfaces and an accent of reddish patina over the highpoints of 
the devices. Lightly marked with a few facial abrasions. 

Trends $2,400 in XF 40, $7,250 in AU 50. 

788 NGC 1857-S AU 58. Surprisingly scarce in all grades in spite 
of a mintage of 87,000 pieces, the '57-S is usually only seen in 
VF or XF condition and AU coins are quite elusive. Akers only 
recorded 3 appearances in auctions over the 35 year period he 
surveyed for his work on this series. This is a very sharply 
struck coin with bright prooflike fields that show numerous 
small abrasions scattered across both sides. Trends $2,200 in 
AU 50, $6,000 in MS 60. 

789 PCGS 1858 AU 50. A rare issue and the first year in a twenty 
year run of scarce, low mintage half eagles from the 
Philadelphia mint. This date's mintage was a mere 15,136 
pieces and it is very elusive in all grades, but especially so 
above XF. This is a clean, well balanced coin that shows some 
softness of strike in the center of each side and light reddish 
color overall. Of interest to specialists in the series as it is 
unlikely that many collections, if they have an 1858, will have 
one as fine as this specimen. Trends $2,150. 

790 PCGS 1858 AU 50. A second example of this scarce, low 
mintage issue, this piece has unusually bright surfaces and the 
striking details are uncommonly strong on the obverse with 
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soft definition on the eagle on the reverse. Attractive rose 
tinted patina accents the devices on each side. Trends $2,150. 

PCGS 1858-D AU 50. Somewhat scarcer D-mint half eagle, 
this piece is atypical for the issue with strongly defined central 
details on both sides. As with most mintmarked gold from this 
era, the average piece is only VF or XF, and AU coins are quite 
elusive. There are noticeable portions of luster still seen 
around the devices and a faint trace of reddish patina is noted 
at the peripheries. A couple of field marks should be pointed 
out for pedigree purposes: there is a long scrape just out from 
the chin of Liberty, and several milling-marks can-be seen 
below the S and O in STATES OF on the reverse. Trends 
$2,600. 

PCGS 1859 AU 55. Comparable in rarity to the 1858, this 
piece has glittering prooflike fields and is fully struck 
throughout. Trends $2,100. 

NGC 1860 MS 60. A very scarce P-mint half eagle, the 
majority of 1860-Ps are in the VF-XF grade range and AU 
pieces are quite rare. In mint state only 5 coins have been 
certified by the combined staffs of PCGS and NGC. This is a 
mid-condition census coin and an important offering as such. 
The strike is very well brought up in all areas and the only 
two marks of note are both in the upper reverse fields. There 
is a light reddish patina in the fields that adds a bit of color to 
the otherwise yellow-gold surfaces. Trends $5,250. 

NGC 1860 MS 60. Just as with the two 1858 half eagles 
above, we also have two 1860 coins, and what is more, they are 
both in mint condition. This is quite a noteworthy event as this 
date is so rare and expensive in uncirculated grades. This is a 
very sharply struck coin that has bright semi-prooflike fields 
Only minor abrasions are noted on each side. Trends $5,250. 

PCGS 1861 AU 58. Important as a better grade No Motto 
issue. 

NGC 1861 MS 61. Despite being the most common "No Motto" 
half eagle, the entire series is quite scarce. This is a pleasing 
mint state example, with no major flaws or distractions. 

NGC 1861 MS 61. Fully struck throughout with only minor 
abrasions in the fields. 

PCGS 1861-S VF 20. Much rarer than its mintage of 18,000 
would indicate, the 1861-S ranks in the top 10% of the half 
eagle series in rarity. Akers only recorded 24 appearances in 
auctions over a period of 35 years. This is a well worn, but 
original, coin that shows very deep reddish-coppery patina. 
Despite 40 points of circulation there are no marks that could 
be considered as singularly distracting. Trends $1,250 

PCGS 1862-S VF 25. The 1862-S is one of the great rarities 
among all half eagles as well as one of the key issues in the No 
Motto series. It is also one of the premier condition rarities 
with none known above AU and precious few in XF. This piece 
shows even wear over the highpoints and much deep reddish 
color over both sides. There are no large or detracting marks 
on either side. While a lower grade example, this is a pleasing 
coin for the issue and quite a bit less expensive than a XF. 
Trends $4,100 in VF 20, $11,000 in XF 40. 

NGC 1869 XF 45. An exceptionally rare With Motto five, the 
1869 is just as rare as its mintage of 1,785 pieces implies. As 
usual for this issue, the fields retain considerable 
prooflikeness in spite of 15 points of wear. The design motifs 
are well struck in general with only slight softness noted on 
the neck of the eagle. An original piece, the surfaces have 


taken on an overlay of red and gray patina, and there are only 
small contact marks scattered across the surfaces. Trends 
$1,850 in XF 40, $4,600 in AU 50. 

801 NGC 1869-S XF 40. A scarce S-mint half eagle in spite of its 
rather substantial mintage of 31,000 pieces. This piece is 
evenly worn and only shows only two areas of obvious contact: 
one, in the obverse field in front of Liberty's chin, and two, in 
the lower reverse field beneath the olive stem. Only 4 pieces 
have graded AU 50 or better with a pair of PCGS AU 53 coins 
being the finest.

Very nearly as difficult to locate as the 
1869, the 1870 is a major condition rarity above XF. The 
original mintage was a mere 4,000 business strikes. Somewhat 
softly defined on the highpoints of the design, the surfaces 
overall are lightly abraded and show an accent of reddish 
patina around the design motifs and lettering. Trends $1,650 
in XF 40, $4,500 in AU 50. 

804 NGC 1871 AU 58. A very rare Coronet five with a mintage of 
only 3,230 business strikes, most of which grade only VF or 
XF. Mint state pieces are unknown and this is the finest 
example certified by either of the major services. Well struck 
with bright prooflike fields and showing no obvious or 
distracting marks on either side. Trends $6,250 in AU 50, 
unlisted any finer. 

805 NGC 1872-S Fine 12. A rare With Motto issue and one that is 
normally not seen any better than Fine or Very Fine. This is a 
fairly typical example that shows signs of extensive wear and 
a couple of larger field marks on the obverse. Trends $240. 

806 PCGS 1872-S XF 40. Not only is the 1872-S a rare date as 
such but it is conditionally rare as well with very few 
specimens known that grade full XF or better. This piece is 
surprisingly well detailed and shows no obvious or detracting 
blemishes. The coin overall has an even, dark orange-gold 
color.

807 PCGS 1872-S XF 45. A rare date in spite of its ample mintage 
of 36,400 pieces and a condition rarity in XF. Well struck in 
the centers, only the first five stars show any noticeable 
weakness.

808 PCGS 1873-S Fine 12. Extremely rare and virtually unknown 
in better grades, this is a heavily circulated piece that shows 
several prominent field marks. Trends $375. 

809 PCGS 1874 AU 50. A very rare P-mint With Motto half eagle 
that sports an impressively low mintage of only 3,508 pieces. 
The 1874 is rarely seen in all grades but is not a major 
condition rarity as are several previous issues with low 
mintages. The strike on this piece is sharply defined 
throughout and the fields show a glittering semi-prooflikeness 
that is most attractive. However, there are severed distracting 
marks in the obverse fields. A rare opportunity for the 
specialist.

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810 PCGS 1874-S VF 20. A rarely seen S-mint five that is virtually 
unknown above the VF-XF level. Good details for the grade, 
the only mentionable surface flaw is a planchet defect by star 
9 that has a deep coppery color.

Scarce in AU. Trends $2,450. 

1167 NGC 1852 AU 58. A lustrous, fully struck coin that probably 
saw no actual circulation, but has been downgraded by the 
scuffiness in the fields caused by coin-to-coin contact. Trends 
$775 in AU 50, $2,700 in MS 60. 

1168 PCGS 1853-0 XF 40. Bright yellow-gold surfaces with 
excellent sharpness. The '53-0 is a slightly better New 
Orleans date and is very scarce in grades above XF. Trends 
$1,175. 

1169 NGC 1854-S XF 40. Well defined and showing some fight 
reddish color, but too bagmarked to qualify as choice. Trends 
$655. 

1170 NGC 1855-S ALT 55. A fairly scarce Type One S-mint that is 
quite elusive in AU condition. Well struck with a few field 
marks on the obverse but quite clean on the reverse. Trends 
$1,300 in AU 50, $9,000 in MS 60. 

1171 NGC 1856 AU 50. Bright, fully struck surfaces. Elusive in 
grades, but particularly in grades above XF. Trends $1,150. 

1172 NGC 1856-S XF 45. Well struck and original, there are myriad 
bagging marks on either side. 

1173 NGC 1857-0 AU 50. Very scarce both in overall numbers and. 
in particular, conditionally (VF being a more typical grade), 
this '57-0 has a lot going for it. The surfaces are fight in color 
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and retain some of the original reflective qualities. Trends 
$4,600. 

1174 NGC 1857-S MS 60. Very scarce in mint condition, most 
examples only grade VF or XF with an AU piece occasionally 
available. This is a fully struck example with bright prooflike 
fields. There are numerous small bagging marks on each side 
but the most noticeable blemish is a curved planchet flaw 
between stars 5 and 6. Population: 1 in 60, only 3 finer. Trends 
$3,500. 

1175 PCGS 1859-S AU 58. Most-often seen well worn, this lustreus 
'59-S displays nearly all of its original mint brilliance and is 
layered in a pleasing golden-orange patina. Trends $950 in AU 
50. $6,000 in MS 60. 

1176 PCGS 1860 AU 58. A moderately scarce issue, this piece is 
fully struck and shows bright prooflike fields with numerous 
small abrasions throughout. Trends $850 in AU 50, $5,700 in 
MS 60. 

1177 NGC 1860-S AU 58. The 1860-S is one of the scarcest S-mint 
double eagles despite a hefty mintage of more than half a 
million pieces. The typical coin is VF or XF; AU pieces are 
quite scarce and few mint state pieces are known. This is very 
close to mint condition and yet costs substantially less, making 
this a good value for the collector. Sharply struck on the 
peripheral stars, the central details are somewhat soft. The 
surfaces show numerous smaller abrasions, and the coin has 
much reddish color overall. Trends $1,025 in AU 50. $7,000 in 
MS 60. 

1178 NGC 1861 AU 55. Sharply struck and showing extensive 
bagging marks. 

1179 NGC 1861 AU 55. An original piece that shows a couple of 
alloy spots by the first two stars and a long scrape in the left 
obverse field. - 

1180 PCGS 1861-S AU 58. The first of two borderline uncirculated 
examples of this tougher San Francisco twenty. This piece 
displays sharp definition and especially clean fields. Trends 
$1,150 in AU 50, $6,900 in MS 60. 

1181 PCGS 1861-S AU 58. Essentially a mint state coin, but 
hampered by numerous light abrasions in the fields. The 
surfaces are particularly lustrous and exhibit little or no 
actual wear. Scarce as such. Trends $1,150 in AU 50, $6,900 in 
MS 60. 

1182 PCGS 1862-S AU 58. Not only is the '62-S a rare date in the 
absolute sense, but it is also an important condition rarity 
with the average grade for this issue ranking in the top 10% of 
the entire series. As such, this is an important coin because it 
is so close to mint condition. Most of the mint luster remains 
and the striking details are generally well brought up. 
Somewhat baggy as would be expected from a coin of this size 
Trends $2,050 in AU 50, $10,000 in MS 60. 

1183 NGC 1862-S MS 62. An uncommonly high grade example and 
certainly among the finest known, this '62-S twenty displays a 
pleasing, satiny appearance and a lack of any appreciable 
surface marks. There is a faint drift mark, as struck, across 
Liberty's cheek, the only distraction of any real merit. 
Population: 1 in 62, none higher (no mint state pieces have 
been certified by PCGS). Trends $10,000 in MS 60, unlisted 
higher. 


1184 NGC 1863 AU 53. An elusive and popular Civil War era P- 
mint, this piece exhibits traces of prooflikeness about the date 
and lettering. Trends $2,200 in AU 50. 

1185 NGC 1863-S XF 40. Original and solid for the grade. A 
moderately scarce S-mint. 

1186 PCGS 1864-S AU 50. A very scarce Type One issue, almost 
the entire population of which is in VF-XF grades. This is a 
well struck piece with much mint luster remaining and 
showing no large or distracting surface marks. Rare as such. 
-Trends $3,350. 

1187 PCGS 1865 XF 40. Lustrous with a few light hairlines in the 
left obverse field. Scarce and most often seen well worn. 

Trends $610. 

1188 NGC 1865-S AU 50. A scarce issue in ALT condition, this piece 
is well struck and retains much of the original mint luster. 
There is an overlay of attractive reddish color across both 
sides and numerous small abrasions are scattered throughout. 
Trends $1,250. 

1189 PCGS 1866 VF 35. Another scarce P-mint, light in color and 
with the sharpness of an XF. 

1190 NGC 1866-S Motto AU 50. A very scarce issue that is an 
important condition rarity as well, with the average coin only 
grading a mid-range VF. This is a solid AU coin but there are a 
couple of larger marks on the obverse that are noticeable. 
Trends $3,400. 

1191 NGC 1867-S XF 45. A rare and desirable coin that also 
represents an excellent value in Choice XF condition. XF coins 
are scarce and most examples are heavily marked. This piece 
has bright yellow-gold color and only a few noticeable marks, 
all on the obverse. Well struck with much luster still adhering 
to the reverse. Trends $850 in XF 40, $2,100 in AU 50. 

1192 PCGS 1868 AU 50. A scarce, low mintage issue with only 
98,600 pieces produced. Surviving examples are usually VF or 
XF with strict AUs being quite elusive. This bright piece has a 
good portion of luster remaining and is well struck with small 
abrasions peppered across each side. Trends $2,200. 

1193 NGC 1868-S XF 45. Usually seen no finer than VF (and 
heavily bagmarked at that), this is an above average piece that 
shows a few larger abrasions on the obverse and much reddish 
color throughout. Trends $750 in XF 40, $1,600 in AU 50. 

1194 NGC 1868-S AU 55. Generally not seen this fine, this piece has 
bright surfaces and is not as heavily marked as the usual 
example of this date. Trends $1,600 in AU 50, $11,500 in MS 
60. 

1195 PCGS 1869-S AU 50. Better struck than the average example, 
this piece retains almost complete mint luster on the reverse 
and there is a significant overlay of reddish patina on the 
obverse. Scarcer issue in AU condition. Trends $1,050. 

1196 NGC 1869-S AU 55. A much scarcer and more desirable grade 
for this issue, normally only seen in XF and lower condition. 
Reasonably well struck, the surfaces show a deep reddish 
patina, and there is one mark of note, a long scratch from the 
bridge of the nose into the left obverse field. Trends $1,050 in 
AU 50, $4,700 in MS 60. 

1197 NGC 1869-S AU 58. Well struck for this scarcer issue with 
semi-reflective obverse fields. Most '69-S twenties are XF or 
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less with this being an unusually fine specimen. Trends $1,050 
in AU 50. $5,900 in MS 60. 

1198 NGC 1870-S AU 58. Sharply struck in most areas with an 
appealing pinkish-gold color in the recessed areas. Scarce in 
high grades. Trends $800 in AU 50, $5,900 in MS 60. 

1199 PCGS 1871-S AU 58. Original and quite frosty, with only a 
heavy concentration of obverse abrasions precluding an MS 60 
or higher rating. Trends $625 in AU 50, $4,650 in MS 60. 

1200 NGC 1872 MS 60. Well struck with bright, lustrous surfaces 
and showing the usual accompaniment of small abrasions one 
would expect for an MS 60. Trends $3,900. 

1201 NGC 1872-CC AU 58. Occasionally seen in lower grades, the 
1872-CC becomes extremely scarce if not rare in grades of AU 
or better, ranking only behind the famous 1870-CC and 1871 - 
CC for condition rarity among Carson City twenties. T his 
piece exhibits sharp definition and is only removed from mint 
state by the slightest wear. Trends $6,000 in AU 50, $19,500 in 
MS 60. 

1202 NGC 1872-S AU 55. Quite lustrous with no heavy or ill-placed 
marks. As with most San Francisco from this era, usually 
found in well circulated condition. Trends $600 in AU 50. 
$2,100 in MS 60. 


1203 NGC 1873 Closed 3 XF 45. Bright green-gold surfaces with a 
few minor rim bumps on the obverse. The scarcer of the two 
varieties for this issue. Trends $800 in XF 40, $1,500 in AU 50. 

1204 NGC 1873-S MS 60. Closed 3. Excellent mint luster and a bit 
softly struck on the highest portions of the design, there are 
very few abrasions to account for the grade. Trends $2,150. 

1205 NGC 1874 AU 58. Bright surfaces with a moderately abraded 
obverse. Scarcer Type 2 issue. 

1206 NGC 1874 MS 60. Sharply struck with a couple of rose-violet 
stains along the left obverse border. Scarcer Type 2 issue. 
Trends $1,850. 

1207 NGC 1874-CC AU 55. Light, even wear with green-gold color 
shading to gray-violet on the highpoints. A rare Carson City 
twenty in grades above XF, termed "surprisingly scarce" in AU 
by Akers. Trends $2,000 in AU 50, $9,000 in MS 60. 

1208 NGC 1874-S MS 60. Bright and lustrous with light surface 
marks generally concentrated on the obverse. Scarcer issue in 
mint state. Trends $1,600. 

1209 NGC 1874-S MS 60. Shimmering luster but downgraded by 
numerous obverse field marks. Trends $1,600. 

1210 NGC 1874-S MS 60. Quite frosty with rich golden color 
Another moderately abraded example of this conditionally 
better San Francisco issue. 

1211 PCGS 1875 MS 63. Exceptionally well preserved, displaying 
satiny brilliance and a minimum of surface marks with most of 
those being confined to the obverse. There is a splash of 
reddish-gold color across the right side of the reverse. One of 
the finest known specimens of the date and even more 
important as a select example of the Type 2 design. 

Population: 6 in 63, none higher. 


1212 NGC 1875-CC MS 60. While a common date relative to other 
Carson City twenties, the '75-CC is in much demand as a CC 
type coin, due in large part because it can occasionally be 
located in mint condition. This is a fully lustrous piece that 
shows a number of small abrasions, especially on the obverse, 
that are entirely consistent with the grade. Trends $2,050. 

1213 PCGS 1875-CC MS 60. Sharply struck in most areas, the 
mint luster is nothing less than dazzling on this coin, a trait 
common to most CC issues, both gold and silver. Minimally 

-abraded, the reverse looks like it should grade a couple of 
points higher than the obverse. Always a popular coin in mint 
state as these are always needed for type sets. Trends $2,050. 

1214 NGC 1875-S MS 60. We offer several average uncirculated 
examples of this Type 2 issue. 

1215 NGC 1875-S MS 60. Extensively bagmarked with pinkish- 
orange overtones. 

1216 NGC 1875-S MS 60. A third specimen, original and frosty. 

1217 NGC 1876 MS 60. A trifle bagmarked, but boasting pleasing 
original color. 

1218 NGC 1876-CC MS 60. A scarce CC twenty in mint condition, 
this piece is very sharply struck and shows bright, semi¬ 
prooflike fields on each side and no major impairments. 
Population: 10 in 60, only 5 finer. Trends $8,500. 

1219 NGC 1876-S MS 61. Final year of the Type 2 design and easily 
a point or so higher save for some localized obverse scuffiness. 

1220 NGC 1873-S Open 3 XF 45. Particularly lustrous on the 
reverse. Scarcer variety. 

1221 NGC 1873-S Open 3 AU 58. Definitely the scarcer of the two 
varieties, and a difficult coin to locate in higher grades. This 
piece is well struck and shows good remaining luster, but is 
peppered across both sides with numerous small marks. 
Trends $875 in AU 50, $7,000 in MS 60. 

1222 NGC 1877 MS 60. First year of the Type 3 design and flashy 
for the grade. 

1223 NGC 1877 MS 61. A scarcer Type Three twenty that is more 
comparable to several Type Two dates than most Type Threes. 
This piece has bright mint luster and a few larger, more 
obvious marks on the obverse. Population: 12 in 61, only 2 
finer. 

1224 NGC 1877-CC AU 58. Extremely lustrous and flashy, perhaps 
even more so than the few average quality mint state pieces of 
this tougher CC double eagle. Specks of rose and reddish-gold 
color appear along the right sides of both obverse and reverse. 
Trends $1,900 in AU 50, $14,500 in MS 60. 

1225 NGC 1877-S MS 60. Well struck in the centers with brightness 
in the fields underlying the orange-gold patina. 

1226 NGC 1877-S MS 60. Flashy mint luster but a bit irregularly 
struck with a planchet flake near the center of the reverse. 
Trends $665. 

1227 NGC 1877-S MS 60. Strictly mint state, but displaying the 
usual quota of abrasions for an MS 60 twenty. 

1228 NGC 1877-S MS 60. Original color with more concentrated 
abrasions. 
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PCGS 1877-S MS 62. A much cleaner example and displaying 
superior luster as well. 

NGC 1878 MS 60. Better than a common date, this richly 
colored piece has numerous small marks peppered across the 
obverse. Trends $950. 

NGC 1878 MS 60. Fully lustrous with a couple of cosmetically 
tragic marks on the face of Liberty and a grease stain (as 
struck) in the field above the hair. 

NGC 1878 MS 60. Wholly original and, despite a higher 
mintage, seen slightly less often in uncirculated than the 
preceding P-mint. 

NGC 1878 MS 60. Brighter in appearance with ample mint 
frost. 

NGC 1878 MS 60. Semi-prooflike and fully struck. A slightly 
scarcer Type Three issue. Trends $900. 

NGC 1878-S AU 58. A flashy, intensely lustrous specimen, 
heavily abraded, but free of noticeable wear or rub. Trends 
$540 in AU 50, $1,100 in MS 60. 

NGC 1878-S MS 61. Deep orange-gold peripheral color. 

NGC 1879 MS 60. Scarcer date. Sharply struck and lustrous. 
Trends $1,475. 

PCGS 1879-S XF 45. Sharply struck. 

NGC 1880-S MS 60. A pleasing example for the grade, quite 
tough in higher grade. 

PCGS 1880-S MS 60. Fully struck, the obverse has a subdued 
reddish patina-while the reverse is bright and lustrous. Very 
scarce in mint state. Population: 12 in 60, only 5 finer. Trends 
$1,900. 

NGC 1880-S MS 61. Very clean for the grade, kept from a 
higher level by a small cut below the eye. The 1880-S is quite 
scarce in mint state and virtually all of those are only of 
average quality. Trends $1,900 in MS 60. 

NGC 1881-S MS 60. Sharply struck with semi-prooflike fields. 
Surprisingly difficult in mint state. Trends $1,550. 

NGC 1881-S MS 60. Light, well scattered abrasions, mostly 
on the obverse. Nearly on par with the 1880-S in scarcity at 
the mint state level. Trends $1,550. 

PCGS 1881-S MS 60. Like the '80-S above, a very scarce issue 
in strict mint condition. This piece is fully struck and shows 
good luster, there is one long mark toward the center of the 
reverse. Population: 10 in 60, 6 finer. Trends $1,500. 

NGC 1882-S MS 60. Good luster, though there are numerous 
light bagmarks. 

NGC 1882-S MS 60. A solid but only average mint state coin, 
generously abraded across the obverse. Another scarce S-mint 
in uncirculated condition. Trends $1,000. 

NGC 1882-S MS 60. A second and nearly identical example of 
this conditionally better issue. 


1249 NGC 1883-S MS 60. Bright and frosty with less abrasions than 
an average MS 60. Typical quality for an uncirculated example 
of this issue. 

1250 NGC 1884-CC MS 60. One of the more common Carson City 
twenties and always a popular coin with collectors because of 
its widespread use as a type coin. Sharply struck, the surfaces 
show numerous small abrasions consistent with the grade, and 
there is a pronounced ring of russet patina surrounding the 
obverse. Trends $2,900. 

1251 PCGS 1884-CC MS 61. One of the more commonly 
encountered Carson City twenties, this is a solid mint state 
coin that is fully struck and completely lustrous. Rich orange- 
gold patina and minimally abraded for the grade. Trends 
$2,900 in MS 60. 

1252 PCGS 1884-S MS 60. Lustrous with a blush of reddish-orange 
color across the obverse. 

1253 NGC 1884-S MS 61. Fully struck with prooflike fields. 

1254 NGC 1884-S MS 61. Sharply struck with excellent luster. 

1255 NGC 1884-S MS 61. A trifle baggy but fully lustrous. 

1256 PCGS 1884-S MS 62. Excellent color and luster. 

1257 PCGS 1884-S MS 62. Rich satiny surfaces that are unusually 
well preserved for this tougher issue. Population: 18 in 62, 5 
higher. 

1258 NGC 1884-S MS 62. A fully prooflike specimen boasting deep 
watery fields and no seriously distracting marks. Very flashy 
and obviously scarce as such. 

1259 PCGS 1885-S MS 60. Both sides tire splashed in light pinkish- 
gold color. 

1260 NGC 1885-S MS 61. Highly lustrous and not too seriously 
bagmarked for a mint state coin of such modest numerical 
grade. 

1261 NGC 1885-S MS 62. Sharply defined and especially vibrant. 

1262 PCGS 1885-S MS 62. Lighter in color with sharp, frosty 
devices and few appreciable surface marks. Nearly select 
quality and seldom found any nicer. 

1263 PCGS 1885-S MS 63. An exceptional coin, with rich, smooth 
luster and a minimum of marks. Population: 4, none higher. 

1264 NGC 1888 MS 60. Fully lustrous but heavily marked and 
showing a couple of grease stains (as struck) on the obverse. 

1265 NGC 1888 MS 60. Sharply struck. 

1266 NGC 1888 MS 60 An original, if only average quality, example 
of this conditionally scarce Philadelphia issue. Trends $1,050. 

1267 NGC 1888 MS 61. Typical for the grade, and one of the nicest 
available. NGC has graded only one piece higher than this 
one. 

1268 NGC 1888-S MS 60. Bright luster with decent surfaces for the 
grade. 


NGC 1883-S MS 60. Fully struck with pink accents against 1269 NGC 1889 MS 60. Fully struck with full mint luster. Scarcer 

olive-gold fields. issue in mint condition. Trends $1,075. 
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1270 NGC 1889 MS 60. A satiny, slightly dullish P-mint, toned 
lightly about the obverse devices. Scarce in mint state. Trends 
$1,075. 

1271 NGC 1889 MS 60. A scarcer date with an impressively low 
mintage of only 44,111 pieces. This is a fully struck coin that 
shows a significant number of deep russet and blue alloy spots 
on each side, mostly concentrated around the rims. Trends 
$1,075. 

1272 PCGS 1889-S MS 60. Bright pinkish accents on the devices. 
There is a planchet flake by star 12. Slightly scarcer issue in 
mint state. 

1273 NGC 1889-S MS 63. Superb mint luster and fully struck with 
minimal abrasions. Tied for the finest certified by both 
services, only one other piece has been so graded and that also 
is an NGC coin. Pale peripheral color. Trends $4,350. 

1274 NGC 1890-S MS 60. Fully lustrous with attractive color. 

1275 NGC 1890-S MS 60. Sharply struck. 

1276 NGC 1890-S MS 60. Bright surfaces 

1277 PCGS 1890-S MS 60. Full original mint bloom, but limited in 
grade by a concentration of facial marks. Trends $775. 

1278 PCGS 1890-S MS 61. Crisp luster, though there are a few 
heavier marks on the obverse. 

1279 PCGS 1891-CC XF 40. With a mintage of only 5,000 pieces, 
the 1891-CC is the third rarest CC twenty, trailing only the 
1870-CC and 1871-CC. For the grade, this piece shows 
surprisingly strong details, and there are very few abrasions 
on either side. A rare opportunity for the specialist. Trends 
$2,700 in XF 40. 

1280 NGC 1891-S MS 62. Prooflike. Seldom seen any finer. 

1281 NGC 1891-S MS 63. Sharply struck with good luster. None 
have been graded higher by either service making this piece 
one of the finest known. 

1282 NGC 1892-CC AU 58. Bright, semi-prooflike fields with a few 
scattered abrasions. Very close to mint state. Sure to be a 
popular lot as high grade Carson City gold is always in 
constant demand by collectors. Trends $1,550 in AU 50, $5,750 
in MS 60. 

1283 PCGS 1892-S MS 63. An attractive coin with minimal marks. 

1284 NGC 1892-S MS 63. While a relatively available coin in lower 
grades, in MS 63 this is a condition census item and is tied for 
second finest certified. The strike is full and the luster thick 
and coruscant. A premium piece for the grade. Population: 12 
in 63, none are finer by NGC, only 4 are graded finer by 
PCGS. Trends $2,500. 

1285 NGC 1893 MS 61. Lustrous with an attractive golden-orange 


1286 NGC 1893 MS 61. More satiny in appearance with a couple of 
light digs noticed in the lower obverse field. 

1287 NGC 1893 MS 63. Rich color and luster. Population: 13, none 
higher. PCGS has graded only one piece higher, making this 
piece certainly one of the finest known. 


1288 PCGS 1893-S MS 63. Bright luster. Between the two services, 
only three pieces have been graded higher. 

1289 PCGS 1894 MS 63. PCGS has graded only two pieces finer 
than this one. 

1290 PCGS 1894-S MS 62. Mildly prooflike.

1292 PCGS 1894-S MS 63. Well defined with excellent luster 
characteristics.

1311 NGC 1899-S MS 62. Superb luster and color. 
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1312 PCGS 1899-SMS 63. 

1313 PCGS 1899-S MS 63. Fully struck with a remarkably clean 
reverse, the '99-S is very elusive any finer than MS 63. Trends 
$1,925. 

1314 PCGS 1900 MS 64. Frosty with rich golden color. 

1315 NGC 1900-S MS 62. Bright, lustrous, and well struck. 

1316 NGC 1900-S MS 62. Semi-prooflike. 

1317 PCGS 1900-S MS 63. Fully struck with superior luster 
characteristics. Scarcer issue in choice condition. Trends

The execution of this design in high relief has, 
to date, been the penultimate achievement of the coiner's art- 
a fact widely recognized and reflected in the price of these 
coins. The surfaces of this coin are pristine, showing virtually 
no post-striking impairments and the radiant, satiny luster 
has a gleam that is unique to High Reliefs. The overall effect is 
one of three-dimensionality, giving this spectacular piece more 
of a look of a medal than a circulating coin.

1497 PCI 1837 Feuchtwanger Cent MS 64. Lustrous and sharply 
struck with a few die striations in the fields. 


TERRITORIAL GOLD 

1498 PCGS 1853 Assay Office Twenty-Dollar, 900 Thous. AU 
53. K-18, R.2. One of the finer survivors of the 2.5 million 
minted in a seven month period in 1853. Most were obviously 
melted at some later date, but this piece was remarkably well 
preserved retaining a fair amount of luster and showing the 
usual green-gold coloration. The striking details are well 
brought up with good definition on the eagle's claws, 
arrowheads, and upper shield. There are a number of smaller 
abrasions on each side, the most obvious ones being in the 
center of the reverse. Listed on page 267 of the current Guide 
Book. PCGS number 10013. 

1499 NGC (1842-52) A.Beehtler Dollar, 27G. 21C. MS 61. K-24, 
R.3. While a fairly common territorial issue in XF and lower 
grades, Bechtler dollars are very scarce in strict mint 
condition because they were widely used as currency for so 
many years. This piece has bright, lustrous surfaces and shows 
a slight accent of reddish color over the predominantly green- 
gold surfaces. Struck from heavily rusted and buckled dies. 
Listed on page 262 of the current Guide Book. PCGS number 
10040. 

1500 NGC 1860 Clark, Gruber $10 Copper Die Trial MS 64 
Brown. K-3, low R.7. A fascinating die trial that occasionally 
is offered for sale. Unlike the other three dies from this 
Eastern die sinker, this design was actually used for 
circulating coinage. The fields have a bright, shimmering 
luster that make the piece resemble a proof. The surfaces 
overall are an olive-tan with accents of violet and rose around 
the design details. This is the finest certified of this die trial 
and may possibly be the finest known. PCGS number 10145. 
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1501 NGC 1851 Humbert Fifty-Dollar, 887 Thous. AU 55. K-6, 
R.4. Struck with a reeded edge and a target patterned reverse, 
these distinctive coins are one of the most desirable and 
collectible items from territorial California. There are a 
number of small abrasions on each side, the most apparent 
surface flaws being several squiggly die laminations on the 
obverse rim at 7 o'clock. The devices are accented by a rich 
reddish patina that adds considerably to the overall visual 
appeal of the coin. Listed on page 265 of the current Guide 
Book. PCGS number 10214. 

1502 PCGS 1849 Moffat & Co. Five-Dollar AU 50. K-4, R.5. This 
lightly circulated Moffat five is fairly typical for the issue with 
soft definition on the hair curls and a few small contact marks, 
most of which are concentrated in the reverse fields. Small 
portions of luster can still be seen around the devices, and the 
green-gold color of the coin is accented by a rich overlay of 
coppery-reddish patina. Listed on page 263 of the current 
Guide Book. PCGS number 10240. 

1503 ANACS 1850 Moffat & Co. Five-Dollar—Ungraded--Repaired. 
K-7a, R.4. Large Eagle Reverse. We grade the coin VF 35 and 
note that the surfaces appear to have been smoothed and 
cleaned. Listed on page 263 of the current Guide Book. PCGS 
number 10243. 

1504 PCGS 1852 Wass Molitor Five-Dollar, Small Head XF 45. 
K-1, R.6. A very scarce California territorial and one that is 
nearly always found with rough surfaces and a soft strike. 

This piece is fairly typical for the issue with numerous small 
abrasions scattered across the surfaces and noticeably weak 
details on the eagle's head and neck. Otherwise, the greenish 
tinting of the coin shows a slight peripheral accent of russet 
patina. A nice coin for the grade with minimal problems for 
the issue. Listed on page 273 of the 1994 Guide Book. PCGS 
number 10339.

Softly struck and showing a couple of planchet 
flakes on the cheek of Liberty, the coin has even, medium 
orange-gold color. Die clashed, the reverse later shattered and 
the dies were then discarded, accounting for the rarity of this 
variety. 

1507 PCGS 1854 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar MS 64. BG- 
216, high R.7. A very rare Period One quarter, of which only 4 
examples were traced by Breen and Gillio. There is heavy die 
rust on the obverse device, and the fields have been so 
extensively reground that some of the devices are incomplete.

1508 PCGS 1856 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar MS 63. BG- 

229, R.5. Another in this long run of Period One coins, this 
piece has bright yellow-gold color and is well struck.

230, R.5. State I. Very well struck and clean overall, the 
surfaces are a bit dull to grade any higher though.

State I. Struck from heavily polished dies that give 
the coin a vibrancy lacking on the previous piece. Struck on a 
slightly buckled planchet and showing several planchet flaws 
on each side.

829, high R.6. Very bright, prooflike fields, created by vigorous 
repolishing of the dies. 

1520 PCGS 1871 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar AU 58. BG- 
838, low R.4. Prooflike with just the slightest bit of friction. 

1521 PCGS 1874 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar MS 60. BG- 
845, R.7. Semi-prooflike in the fields with several planchet 
flakes in the left obverse field. A very rare Period Two coin. 

1522 PCGS 1880 Indian Head Octagonal Half Dollar AU 58. BG- 
954, R.5. Sparkling prooflike fields with variegated rose and 
lilac coloration. 

1523 PCGS 1870 Liberty Head Round Half Dollar MS 64. BG-1010. 
R.5. Semi-prooflike and surprisingly clean. 

1524 PCGS 1878/6 Indian Head Round Half Dollar MS 62. BG-1066, 
R.7.

Indian head 
cent design of 1859, struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. 

A shallowly mirrored proof with darker overtones. 

1527 PCGS 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-208, R.4, MS 64. Indian head 
cent as adopted in 1859, struck in copper-nickel with a plain 
edge. The golden-tan surfaces have an overlay of reddish 
patina. A sharp looking pattern. 

1528 PCGS 1858 Indian Cent, Judd-211, R.5, PR 64. Indian cent 
design of 1859 with an oak wreath reverse. Struck in copper- 
nickel with a plain edge. Deeper peripheral eolor with a ceuple 
of obverse spots. 

1529 PCGS 1874 Twenty-Cent, Judd-1355, R.6, PR 64 Red and 
Brown. The Bailly design for the twenty-cent piece with 
Liberty seated surrounded by agricultural produce. The 
reverse is similar to the adopted design. Struck in copper with 
a plain edge. Deep cherry-red color surrounds the devices and 
there are several small copper spots on the obverse.

Deep 
reddish-gold color with lilac overtones on the figure of 
Victoria. Very scarce. 

Superb luster and 
peripheral toning, just a few scattered abrasions. 

1532 ANACS 1883 Hawaii Dollar XF 40. An original piece with light 
gray patina. 
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
